Hanson, more than the 350 needed for a quo- 
rum, 

Prior to the vote, Joanne Marden, chair- 
woman of the Finance Committee, was anx- 
ious to have the cuts approved. 

“It’s very important that we pass this one 
article tonight, make the $645,000 in cuts, 
and then move on” to next year, Ms. Marden 
told the meeting, 

Anticipated decreases in new growth 
taxes, state aid and other revenues next year 
could mean cuts of $2 to $4 million in the fis- 
cal 1992 budget at Town Meeting this April, 
according to Ms. Marden, FinCom members 
will now start to work on that budget, she 
said, 

The School Committee was divided 3-2 in 
favor of the cuts. Committee members 
Michael Frishman and Richard Hubbell

Fire damages 
Salem St. home 


A family of four escaped injury 
Friday morning, Nov. 9, when fire dam- 
aged the roof of their Salem Street 
home. Eugenia Buba, of 358 Salem St., 
credited a quick response by firefight- 
ers with saving her home from the 7 
a.m. fire. 

“We have the best fire department. 
We have the creme de la creme,” Ms. 
Buba said this week. 

A metal chimney from a wood stove 
apparently overheated and ignited the 
wood casing surrounding it up to the 
roof, according to Deputy Fire Chief 
James Lynch. The fire then spread 
under solar panels on the roof of the 
house. 

Ms. Buba, her husband, Richard, 
and their two sons, Jonathan and 
Stephan, were alerted to the fire by 
hard-wired smoke alarms, according to 
Ms. Buba. Battery operated smoke 
alarms did not go off, she said. 

“My son had the presence of mind to 
go outside and look at the chimney. He 
saw smoke coming out of the wood of 
the house at the top, so we vacated the 
house,” she said. 

Firefighters had to run hoses “a lit- 
tle over 2,000” feet from a hydrant on 
Alison Way to the fire, according to 
Dep. Lynch. The Alison Way hydrant 
supplies the nearest town water to the 
scene, The Bubas have well water. 

“We had to use all three trucks in 
our department,” the deputy said. 

They also called in a tanker truck 
from Middleton. The fire was in one of 
the most vulnerable areas in town 
because of the lack of town water, Dep. 
Lynch said. 

Ms. Buba had nothing but “fabu- 
lous” things to say about the fire 
department’s actions. 

“They're the best, most professional 
people you’d ever want to run into. 
They made quick decisions. They acted 
very quickly,” she said. “They even 
managed to save my furniture. They 
knew where the water would hit and 
they moved it. They treated my house 
as if it were their house.” 

Ms. Buba did not have an estimate of 
damages yet, but said the fire depart- 
ment put wood over the holes in the 
roof and electricity had been restored 
so the house could be cleaned and the 
family can live there. The family had 
planned to have a crowd for 
Thanksgiving, but that has been post- 
poned, she said. 
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“T hope by Christmas we'll be all 
set,” Ms. Buba said. 

The Middleton and North Reading 
fire departments assisted Andover fire- 
fighters at the scene, while North 
Andover, Tewksbury and Lawrence 
departments covered the Andover sta- 
tions.

It’s time to recycle 
plastic and aluminum 


By Virginia Cole 

Saturday is plastic and 
aluminum day again. Collect the 
plastic bottles, trays and contain- 
ers you've been saving and 
divide them into four categories: 
jugs (water, milk, juice and cider 
are category 1); Styrofoam trays 
that come under meat, fruits and 
vegetables are category 2; and 
then those with a #1 or a #2 on 
their bottoms, such as shampoos, 
detergents and liquor bottles 
made of plastic, are to be divided 
into a bag of #I’s and a bag of 
#2’s. 

If you can do this at home, 
your trip to West Middle School 
will be easy — you can dump in 
the proper container and run. 

There will be monitors to help 


but be warned that other types of 
plastic cannot be accepted right 
now. There are no markets for 
them. Aluminum cans are also 
recyclable at the parking lot. 

If you don’t want to return 
them to the grocery or bought 
them in New Hampshire, they 
will be recycled from the West 
Middle School. 

How are your compost piles 
coming?

Andover High bids farewell 
to Native American students

Andover High School students have a bet- 
ter idea what Native American life is like, 
and they learned from their peers. 

Fifteen high school exchange students 
from the Crazy Horse School in South Dakota 
said goodbye to their newfound friends, 
teachers and host families in Andover this 
week, The students spent five weeks living 
with host families, attending classes at An- 
dover High School, touring a few colleges and 
sightseeing. 

The students from the Pine Ridge Sioux 
Reservation were the second phase of the 
first complete exchange between Andover 
and Crazy Horse school teachers and stu- 
dents. They left for home yesterday. 

Last spring 12 Doherty students spent five 
weeks in South Dakota, and Doherty Middle 
School teachers John Givens and Tom Mey- 
ers, who organized the exchange, taught at 
Crazy Horse School. Meanwhile, a pair of 
Crazy Horse teachers taught at Doherty. 

This fall it was the Crazy Horse students’ 
turn to participate in the exchange. During 
their stay here they took trips to Boston and 
saw exhibits at the Museum of Fine Arts and 
visited Dartmouth College in New Hamp- 
shire and Skidmore College in New York. 
Both colleges have programs that provide 
special entrance and funding assistance for 
American Indians and other minority stu- 
dents. 

They also visited Phillips Academy and 
Lawrence High School, “They found the ex- 
periences at both those schools tremendously 
enriching because of the cultural diversity at 
each school,” Mr. Meyers said. 

Shawna Romero, a sophomore at the 
Crazy Horse School, said she enjoyed finally 
seeing what the East Coast is really like after 
hearing so much about it. 

“I heard that the schools in the East were 
really good academic wise, and they are,” 
Shawna said, “It (Andover High) motivated 
me, Now I know I can do the work. I have a 
new outlook on life knowing that I’ve suc- 
ceeded here.”

Shawna and many of the Crazy Horse stu- 
dents were surprised at the misconceptions 
some Andover High students had about 
American Indians and life on a reservation. 
Many Andover students, she said didn’t even 
know that English was the language spoken 
on the reservations or that they lived in 
homes and not tepees. 

“Tt was kind of frustrating, Some believed 
that all Indians were alcoholics or involved 
in drugs,” she said. “Yes, there are some peo- 
ple who are, just like there are anywhere, But 
not everybody is involved in drugs.” 

Gary Blue Legs said many Andover stu- 
dents “wanted to know about Indian culture, 
dance and things like powwows and tradi- 
tional costume.” 

Melissa Eagle Bear and Ramona Fool 
Head both said they'll always remember the 
Atlantic Ocean from their trip here. “I’ve 
never seen the ocean before. That’s one thing 
I definitely wanted to see,” said Ramona.

pile. We just add leaves each year. 

They do not blow around; they just sit 
there and gradually decompose so that shov- 
elsful can be used in spring or any other time 
during the year when new trees are acquired 
or bushes planted. The compost is removed 
from the bottom of the pile and the whole 
thing settles down for another application of 
leaves the next fall. 

We don't add anything but I know the 
purists do: vegetable and fruit scraps, lime, 
fertilizer. No meat scraps please because 
they bring raccoons, or skunks. Woodchucks 
like vegetables but they either have or soon 
will go to sleep for the winter and not bother 
the compost pile at all. 

Now I have heard that you don’t want a 
compost pile. Well, good, the town wants 
your leaves to make compost for itself. Go 
one mile up High Plain Road from 
Greenwood Road and you will find the site 
ready to receive leaves. It is fenced and moni- 
tored. You must not leave boxes or bags; it is 
not a dump; it is a place to make good com- 
post and this compost will be available next 
fall for you to use. This site is open 
Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays from 8 
a.m, to 4 p.m,, until Nov. 24. The common- 
wealth has decreed that leaves are not to be 
burned in the incinerators, 

The incinerators are too full burning the 
other stuff we are throwing away or not recy- 
cling. Picking up leaves overfills the trash 
trucks, making many more trips to the incin- 
erators necessary, As all the leaves seem to 
fall at the same time, the trucks must wait in 
line. Downtime like this figures in the con- 
tract price and adds to the cost of trash dis- 
posal. Nothing is simple, you know, and 
every little bit counts in cutting town bud- 
gets.

What's happened 
to the library? 


Editor, Townsman: 

What in the world has happened to the 
town library? It used to be such a pleasant 
place to read and study. When we moved 
away two years ago, it seemed to be holding 
its ground. 

Since returning to Andover this summer, 
we've been shocked at the total disrespect for 
patrons. The staff at the main desk talk more 
loudly than any group of teen-agers; my 11- 
year-old daughter’s example of quiet respect 
for libraries is totally lost in such a flea-mar- 
ket atmosphere. 

The janitorial staff seems to be in charge, 
more or less. I often hear them telling the 
librarians, “It’s time to close up,” and that is 
always 15 minutes before the actual closing 
time, There is tremendous pressure put on 
all patrons to leave before the library is near- 
ly ready. The janitorial staff begins cleaning 
tables and carpet sweeping around patrons 
while they are busy reading; a library moni- 
tor comes by every five minutes to tell you 
how many more minutes you have before 
you must clear out. 

The constant message being imparted is 
“You are imposing on us by being here; when 
are you going home? What are you doing 
here anyway?” We have never had this prob- 
lem at any other library in the country, 
including those that are extremely under- 
staffed and underpaid. We have never been 
followed around by library monitors scruti- 
nizing our every move, never had to listen to 
hours of loud chitchat from the main desk 
while patrons cover their ears and never 
been “accidentally” squirted with Windex 
when we didn’t leave at 15 minutes to clos-

The list of college “football factories” who 
have expressed an active interest in him 
reads like a rundown of the weekly Associ- 
ated Press Top 20 poll. 

Notre Dame had a scout in the stands to 
watch him two weeks ago, the University of 
Louisville has requested a second game film 
after being suitably impressed by the first, 
and other inquiries have come from the Uni- 
versity of Miami, Tennessee, Georgia, Geor- 
gia Tech, Florida State, North Carolina 
State, Wake Forest, Boston College and 
Maine, 

Maine sneaks in there because, in addi- 
tion to being a superb quarterback, Andover 
resident Bill Batchelder is also an outstand- 
ing baseball catcher. 

Batchelder is drawing all this attention 
while performing on the gridiron for Gover- 
nor Dummer Academy, a small private 
school of 350 students (190 boys) tucked 
away amongst the elm trees and grassy 
fields of rural Byfield. 

“Recruiting coordinators from all those 
colleges have requested films of Billy,” said 
Governors’ second-year Head Coach Paul 
Sullivan. “He’s looking at a lot of possibili- 
ties and hopes to attend a school where he 
can play both football and baseball.” 

‘Why all the fuss? 

The 6'3”, 185-pound all-around athlete, a 
three-sport captain in football, baseball and 
basketball, is obviously considered a Grade- 
A, top choice prime gridiron prospect. 

Batchelder, who played youth football 
and baseball in Andover and lives at 17 Bur- 
ton Farm Drive, has directed Governor 
Dummer to an 11-2-1 record the past two 
years while throwing for an incredible 3,070 
yards and 29 touchdowns in those 14 games. 

He also kicks field goals, extra points, 
averages 40 yards per punt and isn’t a bad 
runner when the occasion warrants. 

,GDA was in the football doldrums until 
the fall of ‘89, when Sullivan arrived on the 
scene as the new head football coach. 

The Governors had just completed a 1-6-0 
season during Batchelder’s sophomore year, 
with the head coach at that time mixing and 
matching three quarterbacks and keeping 
explosive wide receiver Todd Dixon (of Bil- 
lerica) under wraps and in the background, 
Batchelder takes over 

Sullivan changed all that last year, insert- 
ing Batchelder as his No. 1 quarterback and 
installing a system designed to take advan- 
tage of the signal-caller’s strong arm and 
Dixon’s speed and elusiveness. 

The Governors lost their opener to St. 
Sebastian's, but proceeded to go undefeated 
the rest of the way en route to a 5-1-1 record 
and third place in Class B of the 16-team 
Independent School League. 

Batchelder threw for 1,820 yards and 12 
touchdowns as a junior, scored five TDs 
himself, kicked a game-winning field goal 
against. Thayer Academy, and began draw-

ing feelers from the major colleges. 

This fall GDA clicked off six consecutive 
impressive victories over St. Sebastian’s (22- 
6), Buckingham, Browne & Nichols (27-7), 
Thayer (27-26), Brooks School of North And- 
over (23-13), Groton School (18-0) and St. 
Mark's (27-16). 

The undefeated season went by the 
boards last Saturday, however, when a com- 
bination of wind, torrential rain and near 
freezing temperatures hampered the Gover- 
nors’ dangerous passing game in a 44-17 loss 
to Belmont Hill.

opposed the action. 

The Board of Selectmen unanimous- 
ly endorsed the cuts. 

The cuts include $146,000 from 
municipal maintenance, $205,648 from 
school salaries and $93,352 from other 
school expenses. 

The balance of cuts was a $200,000 
negotiated decrease in the cost of 
insurance premiums and deposits. 

The action reduced the fiscal 1991 
budget approved in June from 
$54,934,994 to $54,289,994. 

What does it mean? 

The Municipal Maintenance 
Department will defer installation of a 
$30,000 security system at Andover 
High School and cut out a $100,000 
asbestos removal program in the 
schools. The other $16,000 represents a 
reduction on the estimated cost of 
improvements for the public safety 
building — the fire and police station 
on North Main Street. 


Schools cut out a $164,848 salary con- 
tingency, $38,000 for a readiness teach- 
er position (never filled), $2,800 from 
intramurals salaries and $93,352 from 
expenses. The latter figure includes 
savings from items such as Social 
Security, textbooks, and heating and 
electricity budgets. 

Articles withdrawn 

The other two articles on the 
warrant, both aimed at saving five 
union jobs cut from the water depart- 
ment and municipal maintenance, 
were withdrawn on the floor of Special 
Town Meeting after the lawyer for pro- 
ponents of the article spoke briefly on 
them.

The couple began applying to make the 
move almost 10 years ago without any 
results, said Mrs. Mironovich. In July of 1989 
they applied again and finally in March of 
the following year they were allowed to 
leave, 
© “From the first day in the United States 
we feel warm and feel good about all the 
attention to us,” said Mr. Mironovich. 

“T don’t feel myself in foreign county. This 
is not my home yet...” she said, gesturing to 
the apartment and the furnishings around 
her. “But it will be soon.” 

The Mironoviches have traveled outside 
their homeland many times before they set- 
tled in Andover. Both are professional musi- 
cians who have toured Europe and North 
American extensively. 

Mr, Mironovich is a flutist who soloed 
with the Moscow Chamber Orchestra and 

layed first flute with the Moscow State 
ymphony Orchestra. He also won the 
national wind competition in his country. 

Mrs. Mironovich won five national 
awards as best piano accompanist for string 
and wind instruments as well as competed in 
numerous international competitions as an 
accompanist. She also performed with the 
Moscow Chamber Opera Company and with 
many of the Soviet Union’s outstanding 
singers, ballet companies and choruses. 

Today Mr. Mironovich is teaching flute at 
the Longly School of Music in Boston. He 
also is a flutist with the New Bedford 
Symphony Orchestra and the New 
Hampshire Symphony Orchestra. 

Mrs. Mironovich in an accompanist at Le 
Studio of Ballet in Andover and both teach 
private lessons. 

» In 1970 Mr. Mironovich traveled with his 
orchestra and performed in 68 American 
communities, 

* “Out of all the towns and places I saw I 
liked New England the best,” he said, “It is so 
beautiful and the people are so open.” 

Mrs. Mironovich nodded agreement and 
the two sometimes finished each other's sen- 
tences during the interview. 

“The people have been so kind in 
Andover,” she added. 

The couple will perform a free concert 
open to the public this Sunday, Nov. 18, 2:30 
p.m, at Memorial Hall Library. 

They said they felt a pang of regret after a 

“recent visit to Harvard University. Both said 
they would have liked to study there. 

“Everyone there had smart faces,” he said 
of the students he and his wife saw on a 
recent visit to Cambridge. 

Mrs, Mironovich said she was impressed 
with the students’ alert, “bright eyes,” and 
Mr. Mironovich said he was inspired by the 
great mix of nationalities represented in the 
student body at Harvard. 

They said this ethnic mix is practically 
unheard of in most of the Soviet Union’s larg- 
er city universities. The Mironoviches, who 
are Jewish, said only 8 percent of the Soviet 
school population is allowed to be Jewish. 

“Every person must carry an internal pass- 
port identifying not only their name and 
address, but also their nationality. These 
internal passports must be presented by 
every person when he or she applies for a job 
or entrance into a school, they said. 

Mrs. Mironovich, for instance, was born 
in the Soviet Republic of Georgia, but her

passport didn’t identify her as Georgian on 
the fifth line. Instead it read Jewish. The 
same was true for Mr. Mironovich, who was 
born and raised in Moscow. 

“In the music world, they (people with 
power to hire) closed their eyes a little more” 
to the nationality and religion of people, said 
Mr. Mironovich. 

In the Soviet Union, especially in the larg- 
er cities, both agreed that musicians on aver- 
age made better money and are held in 
higher regard than people in many other pro- 
fessions.

A doctor or an 
engineer or a com- 
puter worker in the 
Soviet Union would 
make on average 150 
Rubles a month, said 
Mrs. Mironovich. 
But an average musi- 
cian in an average 
musical company 
makes at least 200 
Rubles a month. 

Even though they 
both were making 
good money com- 
pared to many other 
Soviet citizens, the 
Mironoviches said 
they couldn’t wait to 
come to America. 

“We wait for 
changes everyday 
and everyday it gets 
worse and worse,” 
said Mrs. 
Mironovich. 

“In Russia I had a 
good job....now I 
have a new life and 
future,” she added. 

Mr. Mironovich 
pondered what his 
wife said for a few 
seconds and then 
went to the family’s 
Russian/English dic- 
tionary to find an 
English equivalent 
to the way he felt 
about his life before 
he moved to the 
United States. After 
a minute of page flip- 
ping he found the 
word. 

“Blind alley,” Mr. 
Mironovich said as 
he looked up from 
the small dictionary. 

“There was no 
change and no 
future,” he added. 

“Now we have a 
real life and we can 
change that real life 
if we want. In Russia 
we had _ artificial 
life,” he added. 

“To live in Russia 
is difficult, but to 
also be Jewish it is 
more difficult,” said 
Mrs. Mironovich.

lines for Sam, Carla, Frasier and 
Woody. 

“Tt’s a lot of fun, and it’s easy,” says 
Mr. Long. 

After graduating from Phillips 


ja-Academy, he majored in English at 


Yale where he and Mr. Staley met and 
wrote their first play together. 

“Tt was called ‘Our Son Who Went 
Mad,’ says Mr. Long, “It was a come- 
dy.” 

He remembers being nervous about 
whether it would work. 

“Tf they don’t laugh, it’s complete 
and utter humiliation,” Mr. Long says. 
“Opening night, I think we were vio- 
‘tently ill.” 

But the play worked. 

He came back to PA as a teaching 


erfellow for one year, then headed to film 


school at the University of California at 
Los Angeles, But his year at film school 
was a waste of time for a comedy writ- 
er. 
“If you want to write comedy, they 
don’t make funny movies like they 
used to. What they want is a big car 
crash,” he says. 

So last year, after finishing a year at 

UCLA, he teamed up again with Mr. 
Staley, who by then was married and 
working in New York City as an adver- 
tising copywriter. The pair wrote two 
“speculatives,” or sample scripts, and 
found an agent in California. 
+ That was at the beginning of last 
December. He came home for 
Christmas and returned to L.A. around 
New Year's. 

“A week later, we got a call from our 
agent that we had a meeting at 
Cheers,” he says. 

Before the end of January, they had 
the job. 

Writing the show 

Mr. Long writes five days a week, 10 
months a year for the 26-episode season 
with April and May off. 

In the beginning of summer, the

writers and executive producers all 
contribute ideas, with most of the gen- 
eral themes for the shows coming from 
the producers. If an idea is good, the 
writer will go back and do another 
draft. Then the whole staff looks at it. 

The best shows are scenes of all the 
characters just sitting around talking, 
according to Mr. Long, and the show 
works best when it’s written in the 
same manner, 

The first test of how funny anything 
is usually comes on Wednesday, during 
the first reading by the cast. 

“Tt’s great to get laughs from the 
cast. If they’re surprised then you 
know,” Mr. Long says. 

“You need one or two good jokes in 
every page. A page with no jokes is 
very dangerous,” he explains. 

That might sound easy until one 
realizes there are 42 to 47 pages for each 
half-hour episode. 

“Read-throughs” and rehearsals 
continue on Thursday, Friday and 
Monday. The final test comes when the 
show is filmed in front of a live audi- 
ence on Tuesday. 

“We don’t do any sweetening; we 
don’t use any laugh track on ‘Cheers,”” 
Mr. Long says. 

If a joke flops with the audience, it 


_ will probably be edited out of the final 
‘version. But sometimes the producers 


believe they have too much laughter, 
or at least more than anticipated, what 
they call “laugh spread.” A long laugh 
spread for one joke sometimes means 
other lines and jokes have to be cut for 
the sake of time. 

Writes Frasier stuff 

“My partner and I do a lot of Frasier 
and Lilith stuff,” Mr. Long says, refer- 
ring to two stars of the show. 

In fact, Mr. Long and his partner 
wanted to have the character of Frasier 
Crane, a psychotherapist played by 
Kelsey Grammar, be a Yale graduate, 
the writers’ alma mater. But in check- 
ing, they found that some 60 episodes 
back it was mentioned that he was a

They are attempting to make a con- 
nection with Yale, and Mr. Long is try- 
ing to come up with a way to tie more 
local Boston area color into the show 
and possibly an Andover reference. 

He is considering either having 
Frasier be a PA alumnus or possibly 
making a connection to PA with 
Frasier’s baby boy. 

Mr. Long says he thinks Carla, the 
bawdy barmaid who has been married 
something like eight times, is the witti- 
est character on the show with her 
puns and one liners. 

“Cheers” has just started its ninth 
season and the show’s producers have 
no plans to end it soon, according to 
Mr. Long. 

Contrary to rumors, Ted Danson, 
who stars as Sam Malone, is not plan- 
ning to leave the show, according to 
Mr. Long. But he says if and when Mr. 
Danson does leave the show, it won’t be 
a surprise. 

“However he'll do it, he’ll do it ina 
nice way. The viewers will know way 
in advance,” Mr, Long says.

a good example of how the show has 
matured. Frasier and Lilith Crane 
fretted the entire show about what 
their baby’s first words would be. 
When he finally spoke he didn’t say 
“Mom” or “Dad,” he said “Norm,” the 
same way it has been said for years by 
bar patrons when the character played 
by George Wendt enters the bar. 

Still nervous 

Mr. Long knew as a student that he 
wanted to be a writer, but not necessar- 
ily of comedy. 

“You just gradually drift in that 
direction,” he says. “You can’t really 
learn something like this. There’s a 
craft to it. And you pick that up by 
working with older and better writ- 
ers,” 

His title, “story editor,” is “just 
another name for a staff writer,” Mr. 
Long says. “The story editor is the low- 
est paid writer.” 

After nearly a year of writing for 
“Cheers,” Mr. Long still gets nervous 
about whether people will laugh at his 
jokes. 

He was sitting in a ninth-floor suite 
at the Ritz Carlton Hotel in Boston 
Friday at noon, talking with a reporter 
when the telephone rang. It was some- 
one from the show. The ratings from 
the 200th episode special were in and 
they were good — 46 percent for the 
first half hour and 47 percent for the 
second. That means about 36.9 million 
televisions were tuned to “Cheers” the 
previous night. 

“T still don’t know what those num- 
bers mean, just that roughly, those are 
good numbers,” Mr. Long says. 
Misses home 

Born in northern California, just 
outside San Francisco, Mr. Long 
moved here with his family in 1979. 
Although California is in his blood, Mr. 
Long says he prefers New England. 

“It’s nice to be in California but I 
still prefer to be in Boston,” he says. 

His parents, John Jr. and Olive 
Long, and brother, John Long II, still 
live on Shipman Road. His plans were 
to visit them before leaving last week 
and he hopes to return for 
Thanksgiving.
